In 1 Tim. 3:2 the Word says that a 
bishop must be the husband of one 
wife. The 12th verse says that a 
deacon, or deacons are to be the hus- 
band of one wife. 

I will begin this article by saying 
that this Scripture does not mean that 
a man must be married before he can 
be a bishop or a deacon in the Church 
of God. It means that he can not be the 
husband of two wives, or more than 
one, If being married makes a man 
better, or better qualifies a man for 
the work of God, then it would have 
been necessary for Jesus to have had 
a wife, for He set us an example in 
everything that was good, or every- 
thing that was absolutely necessary. 
Also it would have been necessary for 
the Apostle Paul to have had a wife 
for he was not only a bishop but also 
an apostle. In 1 Tim. 3:1 the apostle 
says that if a man desire the office of 
a bishop he desireth a good work. 
Then in 1 Cor. 7:1 the same apostle 
says that it is GOOD for a man not to 
touch a woman, and in the 8th verse, 
“I say therefore, to the unmarried and 
widows, It is GOOD for them if they 
abide even as I.” And to abide even 
as the apostle meant to be single. 
Now, do you think that the apostle 
would describe one thing as being a 
‘GOOD work and turn right around 
‘and recommend another thing as being 





a GOOD thing whieh if practiced 
would disqualify a man for the other 
GOOD work? I say, No. If this were 
the case, the apostle would be contra- 
dicting himself. In 1 Tim. 3:13 the 
apostle says they that have used the 
office of a deacon well purchase’ to 
themselves a GOOD degree. Then do 
you think that the apostle would tell 
us another GOOD thing to do that 
would disqualify us for the GOOD de- 
gree? You and I both say, No. 

1 Cor 7:38 reads, “So then he that 
giveth her in marriage doeth WELL; 
but he that giveth her not in marriage 
doeth BETTER.” This means that it is 
better for a man to remain single. The 
9th verse says, “But if they cannot 
contain let them marry; for it is bet- 
ter to marry than to burn.” I believe it 
is wise for the bishops and deacons in 
these last days to have wives, one 
each, but if they don’t have a_ wife 
they can be in office just the same. 
Some of the greatest men down thru 
the ages, greatest in God’s_ service, 
have been unmarried men. We find 
Daniel and the three Hebrew children, 
John the Baptist, Jesus and the Apos- 
tle Paul on this list. 

I believe this is sufficient to show 
all of.us that.a man can be a bishop or 
‘@ deacon without being married. If 
aly one is not convinced, write me 
personally and I will give you some
